Mr. Allen is associated with Charles 
F, Wells in the defense of the woman, 
and declared that after a conference 
in which merits of the appeal for a 
rehearing on the plea for a new trial 
were discussed this course was de- 
cided on. 

The plea will go Governor 
Walker in any event, was uli- 
nounced. If the commission recom- 
mends clemency, it automatically 
will be taken to the ch‘ef executive, 
and if the commission refuses such 
a recemmendation, attorneys will ap 
peal directly to the governor, the» 
unnounced.

Annually in Postal Em- 
ployees’ Salaries Is Pro- 
vided Under Bill. 


VOTE OF SENATE 
WAS CAST 69 TO 12 


Sponsors of Measure 
Hopeful That President 
Coolidge Will Give His 
Approval To It. 


Washington, February 26. — The 
postal pay and rate increase bill re- 
ceived final congressional approval to- 
day and now goes to the president. 
The conference report, practically sub- 
stituting the house bill for that :ass- 
ed by the senate, was accepted by the 
senate after debate. 

The measure provides for an aver- 
age increase of about $500 annually 
in postal employees’ salaries, «ffec- 
tive as of January 1, this year, and 
increases postal rates, effective April 
15 next, to raise about $60,000,000 of 
the $68,000,000 required for the pay 
advances. 

The bill also carries as 2 “rider” a 
corrupt practices act, strictly limit- 
ing campaign expenditures uf congres- 
sional candidates, as recommended by 
the senate campaign funds commit- 
tee. 

Vote Was 66 to 12. 

The vote was 64 to 12. e' ght demo- 
ecrats and four’ republicans voting 
against the conference report. The re- 
publicans were: RBerah, Idohoe; Brook- 
hart, lown; Howell, Nebraska, and 
Norbeck, South Dakota. The demo- 
ecrats were Bruce, Maryland; Dial, 
South Carolina; George, Georgia; 
Glass, Virginia: Harison, Mississippi; 
Pittman, Nevada: Swanson, Virginia. 
and Underwood, Alabama. 

The salary increases are ihe same 
as carried in the measure pussed at 
the last session and vetoed by Presi- 
dent Coolidge. With the rate advances 
added, however, administration lead- 
ers are hopeful the bill will receive 
approval, 

Opposition to the conference report 
today was based entirely on the rate 
provisions, Senator Harrison, detio- 
crat, Mississippi, declaring the sen- 
ate conferees had yielded to the higher 
rates in the house bill after a confer- 
ence with Presidert Coolidge. Sena- 
tor McKellar. democrat, Tennessee, otic 
of the conferees, also told the senate 
the president had asserted his preroga- 
tive in insisting on some of the rate 
increases, mentioning particularly the 
2 cencs service charge on purcel post 
packages. : 

Recommend Further Revisions. 

The bill is one of the first pieces 
of yeneral legislation outside of the 
“pnropriation measures to be sent to 
the avhite house this session. 

While no limit is placed 
rate increases, the bill provides for 
a joint congressicnal committee to 
conduct hearings this summer with a 
view to recommending further re- 
vision of these scnedules at the next

Lieutenint Governor Van Orman 
and Senator James J. Nejdl, presi- 
dent pro tem of the senate, when ask- 
ed if the “gerrymander” bill, which 
was reported to have been the cause 
of the démocratiec protest, would be 
withdrawn, said the matter had not 
entered into the discussions. It was 
reported unofficially that the bolting 
democrats, for whose arrest a senate 
mandate has been issued, have been 
promised immunity from prosecutioy. 

Considerable anxiety had been ex- 
hibited by republicans over possibili- 
ty of failure of passage of the annu- 
al appropriation bill, due to a con- 
tinued absence of a quorum and it 
was reported this may have led to 
concessions on their part.

Bibb County Jury Reach- 
ed Verdict With One Bal- 
lot and Was Out Only 
Six Minutes. 


APRIL 23 DATE SET 
FOR ELECTROCUTION 


Swain Pleaded Self-De-. 


fense and Violation of 
His Home by Man He 
Killed as Cause for Act. 


Macon, Ga., February 26.—James 
A. Swain must pay the death penalty 
in the electric chair for the murder 
of J. Walter Johnston last December, 
unless a new trial is granted. 

A jury in Bibb county superior 
court late this afternoon found Swain 
guilty, without recommendation of 
mercy. Only one ballot was taken. 

Six minutes from the time the jury 
retired it returned with the verdict. 

Judge H. A. Mathews’ sentenced 
Swain to die in the electric chair on 
Apri] 23. | 

Swain reeeived the verdict without 
emotion. One woman in the court- 
room fainted, 

Within’ an hour after verdict 
returned lawyers for Swain filed a 
motion for a new trial. This will be 
heard March 28. 

Killed Last December. 


Swain shot ‘hand killed Johnston on, 


the streets here last December and 
then drove home in a car and ‘shot 
bis wife in the arm and fired at hie 
mother-in-law, Mrs. W. E. Gregory, 
but missed her, 

Triat of the cas@ tiegan Monday and 
the statement made on the witness 
stand Wednesday by the defendant 
was the outstanding, feature of the 
trial, which has attracted large crowds 
to the courtroom each day. 

Charged Violation of Home. 

Self-defense and violation of the 
sanctity of the home by Johnston were 
the motives that prompted Swain to 
shoot and kill Johnston, according to 
his statement. He was on _ the 
stand 45 minutes and told briefly of 
his life’s history and about his rela- 
tions with Johnston as an employee 
and of Johnston’s alleged relations 
with Mrs. Swain, his wite. 


He began his statement by denying | 


“T had to do what I did,” 
he said. He told of alleged threats 
Johnston had made on his life. He 
said that after Johnston was employed 
by him, he began to miss tools which 
he charged Johnston misplaced. He 
also stated that Johnston overcharged 
persons who rented cars from him 
while he (Swain) was operating a car 
fental agency here. Swain also said 
that he had on several occasions seen 
Johnston in company with his wife. 

“If it hadn’t been for Johnston, sbe 
and I would have been happy today,” 
said: Swain during the course of his 
statement referring to his wife's sep- 
aration from him. 

Justifiable Homicide Plea. 

Both sides rested about 7 o'clock 
last night, when argument began. R. 
I, Stevens, defense counsel, opened, 
and plead justifiable homicide. The 
court then recessed until today, when 
argument was resuimed., 

W. O. Cooper, leadirfg counsel for 
Swain, spoke for two hours, and re- 
viewed at length the points of self- 
defense plead by Swain. Solicitor 
Charles H. Garrett represented the 
state. ‘lhe case was given to the 
jury late this afternoon following the 
charge of Judge H. A. Mathews, in 
whose court the case was tried.

Leaning Tower of Pisa Adds 


:: AMERICAN ENGINEERS ASKED FOR ADVICE 


Few Inches More to Its Slant

tome, February 26.—After 771 
veurs of giddy leaning, exactly 16 
feet out of plumb, the famous tower 
of Pisa has added a few inches to 
its slant. Unless remedial measures 
are adopted soon, the remarkable old 
pile will finally stretch its 188 feet 
of length lengthwise with a sudden 
erash. 

The problem of succoring the tower 
is tuo much for European engineer- 
ing technique, so Italy plans to send 
to the United States for engineers 
to move the mediaeval monunient to 
a safer foundation in another corner 
of the square it has overlooked for 
nearly 10 centuries. 

Subterranean streams 
ened the tower's site. 
writt in 1154, the. ancient architect 
envisaged a sturdy, upright tower 
which would carry his fame te pos- 
terity. Even as the workmen placed 
the stones of the round tower body, 
tne tower began to lean. Before tie 
thizg wae completed the uppermost 
eurnice jutted out of perpendicular.

Beeause the tower rests upon the 
surface of the ground, it is believed 
that it easily could be lifted and re- 
moved to a spot where bed-rock would 
assure against anothew tardy subsi- 
dence. The structure could retain its 
unnatural] slat on its new site. 

There is no immediate danger of 
collapse, according to the Italian en- 
sineers who discovered that the slant 
had increased. , Tests probably will 
be made of the Subsoil in various sec- 
tions of the Spacious square, and a 
convenient and safe spot selected, 

European engineers are rarely called 
upon to deal with buildings that can- 
not be scaled with ladders. Business 


houses and residences are not hich. 
Therefore, American experience will 
be welcome when Italy decides upon 
the time and place of removal of the 
Tower ot Pisa. 

The tower is commonly thought of 
as one of the seven wonders ef the 
world, but this is not the case. The 
seven wonders were ancient § struc- 
tures, whereas the tower dates from 
the middle ares.

New York, February 26.—When 
Abby Rockefeller. the nation’s rich- 
est heiress. marries her childhood 
sweetheart. David M. Milton, Jr., an 
American. boxy who works for a living. 
she will do part of her own house- 
work, live within her husband's in- 
come as a lawyer and will not have 
an automobile. 


And furthermore, said -her father, 
John D. Rockefeller, Jr., through a 
representative today, Abby will be 
well qualified to live as the wife of 
a comparatively pour man. because she 
has been taught, with her brothers, the 
value of money. 

The statement revealed that the 
grandchildren of the world’s richest

| uated and modest income from which 
arid have, in late years, paid all of 
their expenses except for subsistence,

Fl Paso, Texas, February 26.— 
John Porter, 22, confined for the 
past four months to a hath tub filMd 
with water, because he could not 
lay in any other position due to pain 
from bed sores, died today at VW il- 
liam Beaumont hospital on the mil- 
itary reservation. 

Porter’s case attracted nation-wide 
attention. He wes known as the 
‘bath tub patient” in the big hos- 
pial, because he was forced to live 
night and day in a bath tub. The 
water always was kept warm and 
conditions were made as comfortable 
as possible for Porter. 

He received thousands of letters 
from persons all over the United 
States, sympathizing with him. One 
sent a large radio set and another a 
recipe for delicacies which were pre- 
pared by the hospital staff. 

Porter was injured one year azo at 
Fort Bliss while in camp with the 
New Mexico national guardsmen. 
Hie fell backward over a bale of hay 
and injured his spine. Kept in bed 
as a result of the injury, he developed 
bed sores.

While authorities of several] south- 
ern stateS Thursday vainly sought 
trace of Gutzon Borghum, deposed 
sculptor of the gigantic memorial te 
the heroes\ef the south, and his sup- 
erintendent, Captain Jesse C. Tucker, 
both of whom disappeared Wednesday 
after Borglum had wrecked the models 
of the project, developments in the 
Stone Mountain Monumental associ- 
ation controversy were numerous and. 
important in tkeir bearing. 

Chief of these was a demand from 
the forces of United Daughters of the 
Confederacy of Georgia that they be 
given a voice in the administration of 
affairs of the memorial association 
and that. the points at issue between 
Borglum and the organization be sub- 
mitted to a board of expert arbiters. 

Ask Board of Judges. 

Atlanta chapter of U. D. C. Thurs- 
day passed resolutions formally re- 
questing the association to approve 
appointment of a board of three na- 
tionally-known sculptors and a layman 
to examine the work done by Borg- 
lum and settle the mooted question 
as to whether the work measured up 
to requirementa and specifications of 
the contract between the- sculptor 
and the association. 

At the same time, the cha pter— 
which has led the way for many 
years past in fostering the ideal of 
the. world’s greatest - monument in 
stone—asked for a comprehensive 
audit of the books of the association 
and an itemized account of all expen- 
ditures in the offices.

If any of those who are not mem-

An injunction was 
applied for and refused by a tribunal 
of federal judges, who just a short 
time later granted a writ of super- 
sedeas staying Mr. Boykin from any 
prosecution until the case could be 
heard by the United States supreme 
court. 

The Atlanta Commercial exrhange 
was not represented in the litiga- 
tion and was not protected as an or- 
ganization by tke federal writ.

zones, and nine cents a pvund on 
the seventh and eighth zones, 

In the fourth class, a service charge 
of two cents a pound on all parcel-post 
packages is established, with the pres- 
ent basic rates unchanged. A “spe- 
cial handling” service also is created 
with a charge of 25 cents a package. 

Private Card Rate Advanced. 


In the first-class, the rate on pri- 
vate mailing cards and souvenir cards 
is advanced from one to two cents. In 
the third class, the rate is increased 
from one to one and one-half cents 
for each two ounces. All matter un- 
der eight ounces must be sent in this 
class, and all over that amount in the 
fourth class. 

Increases recommended by the post- 
office department for money orders, 
registered mail, insurance, collect-on- 
delivery and special delivery services 
were retained in the bill without 
change. 

The corrupt practices act limits the 
expenses of candidates for the senate 
to $10,000 and of candidates for the 
house to $2,500, unless state laws pro- 
vide a lower maximum.

If you will come to 
the collector's office now, instead of 
waiting until the last few davs before 
the filing period ends, deputy collec- 
tors will be able to assist you in mak- 
ing out your returns in conformity 
with the present law and probably 
In general, all single 
persons with incomes of over $1,000, 
or married persons with incomes of 
over $2,500, all corporations, all part- | 
nerships, and all fiduciaries must file 
tax returns. Personal exemptions in 
many cases make it unnecessary to 
pay tax but these personal exemp- 
tions in no way enter into whether or 
not returns are to be filed. The 
amount of income is the determining 
factor in whether or not a taxpayef 
must file a return. A great many 
people are penalized and some were 
prosecuted last vear and in previous 
years for not filing returns. In most 
of these cases the taxpayers did not 
owe any tax and thought that because 
their personal exemptions were such 
that they would not have to pay any 
tax, thev were relieved from filing 
returns, but this is not the case, If

John D. Rockefeller’s golf playing 
has become common knowledge but 
the fact that he is a proficient in- 
structor in the art has just been made 
public. 


This revelation is contained in a 
letter received here from Rev. John 
E. White, former pastor of the Sec- 
ond Baptist church of Atlanta, and 
now pastor of the First Baptist 
church of Anderson, S. C. 

“IT was taught golf by Rockefeller 
on his Forest Hills private course,” 
White wrote. “I was his guest. Heé 
teed my first ball, handed me my 
first club and I hit it out in regular 
Babe Ruth fashion. I played with 
him for several days.” 


Describing the oil king’s use of a 
bicycle in play Rev. White wrote: 

“At times he used a bi¢ycle after 
his longer shots. He would drive, 
mount his bicycle, and one of his men 
would push him along to the ball. 
On the bicycle was a little basket in 
which was ice and half pint bottles 
of barley water. Mr. Rockefeller 
would take a drink now and then.” 

That Rockefeller took great de- 


light in knocking the little white ball 
out of sight was revealed by Dr. 
White's letter. which declared that 
often the multi-millionaire sang after 
a good drive. 

“Often, after a good drive, he would 
sing under his breath a little song, 
‘Come Where My Love Lies Dream- 
ing.’”’ Dr. White wrote.

AS TO FERTILIZERS 


Senator Harris has submitted to 
the department of justice charges of 
a fertilizer trust operating in the 
south, and in support of his charges 
alleged evidence of a violation of 
the anti-trust law. 

He issued a statement 
as follows: 

“The people of the south are out- 
raged by the unjustified increase 10 
the price of fertilizers. To Georgia 
alone the increase means an additional 
outlay on the part of the farmers of 
at least $2,000,000 a year. 

“My information from all over the 
state of Georgia indicates that all 
manufacturers have furnished their 
agents with exactly the same prices. 
The uniformity of the increases indi 
eates to my mind a combination on 
the part of manufacturers to unlaw- 
fully manipulate prices in restraint 
of interstate commerce.” 


The prices of commercial fer- 
tilizers today are unusually high 
and will work a series of hardships 
upon farmers this year unless ma- 
terially brought down. The fact 
is, if farmers will balance their oper- 
ations so as to have some market- 
ing unit every month in the year, 
with a coordinated live-stock pro- 
gram, and then grow winter cover 
crops, they will very largely solve 
their own fertilizer problems. Again, 
independent farmers can apply mod- 
ern methods, make soil tests, find 
what their lands need for specific 
production, and then do their own 
mixing of the necessary fertilizer 
shemicals. This will save money. 

In the meantime the south will 
watch with keen interest the result 
of the investigation of Senator 
Harris’ charges.

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(A bill has been introduced in 
the New York state legislature te - 
eliminate the words “illegitimate” 
and “bastard” from the statute 
books, ond substitute “born out 
of wedlock.” It is backed by the 
New York state commission to ex- 
amine laws relating to child wel- 
fare and the child welfare commit- 
tee of America, and if it passes 
it will prove a precedent for all 
the other states.)

Monsieur Caillaux was. recently the 
guest of honor at a banquet at which 
nearly the whole Radical group of 
deputies was present. Monsieur Cuail- 
laux’ pronouncements on that ocea- 
sion were described in an American 
newspaper as of “the old pro-German, 
anti-British character.” They were 
indeed not sympathetie with the Brit- 
ish entente cordial. M. Caillaux has 
never been in favor with that arrange- 
ment, Yet that does not make the 
man a pro-German. Monsieur Cail- 
lauxcan never be called qa Germano- 
phile in the ordinary. accepted sense 
of the word as anti-French and un- 
patriotic. lis statesmanship looked 
in another direction than the Eng- 
lish Channel. 
first, even when he announced 
his belief that France could not win 
in a war with Germany. A conten- 
tion, by the way, which was not so 


far wrong, it would seem, for without | 


the aid of America at a critical mo- 
ment, France and her allies would 
have been completely vanquished. 
Monsieur Caillaux believes that the 
future peace of France and of Eu 
rope depends upon an understanding

jeter investigations have shown that 
such destruction of germs by chlorin 
cannot be expected. -This correction 
is of great importance, for the fame 
of the chlorin gas treatment for cri 
originated in the army medical de- 
partment. It seems that the earlier 
stndies were made on healthy volug- 
teers, and with a rather higher con- 
chlorin than is “now 
right. The medical offi- 
still consider the cblorin 
treatment a valuable one, however, 
and the gassing chamber is still in 
constant use. 

(hlorin has no penetrating power, 
and of course cannot destroy. dis- 
ease germs in the tissues anywhere. 
Even if it can or does destroy or kill 
germs on the surface of the tonsils. 
throat, larynx or lungs, the germs 
present in the mucus covering these 
surfaces; that would be no particu- 
lar gain, for it is only the germs 
which have invaded the tissues that 
are doing harm to the patient. 

Some definite benefit-is generally 
ebteained from the chlorin gas treat- 
ment in whooping cough, and the 
medical officers ascribe this benefit 
partly to the free flow of secretions 
indneel by the irritating effect of the 
chlorin, the loosened secretions being 
couvhed un more readily. 

The irritant action of chlorin in- 
duces more or less hyperemia or in- 
ereased flow of blood to the eanillary 
vessels of the region irritated. and 
svch a hyperemia of the affected mu- 
cous membrane is associated, accord- 
ing to Bier. with an increase in the 
number of white blood corpuscles in 
the irritated region, and these white 
rorpuacies (leucocytes, phagocrtes) 
are the ones that destroy disease

Chlorin is a powerful 
agent, and to its power in this action 
chemists attribute its disinfecting and 
deodorizing effects. These army med- 
ica) corps officers suggest that the 
thvsiologieally active oxygen freed by 
the ehemical action of the chlorin 
stimulates the natural processes of 
iminitnization by which recdvery from 
any infectious disease occurs. 

For satisfactory results the concen- 
tration of chlorin in the gassing cham-.

to keep it greater than 0.009 mg.

hecomes harmfully irritating. Under 
ithe etrength of 0.009 the concentra- 
tion is too weak to have any value, 
Verhaps considerable discredit haa 
eco.re from failgire to maintain the 
proper concentration for the entire 
our.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 
Iodin in Table Salt. 
Michigan has a law which requires 
manufacturers of table salt to include 
a minute quantity of iodine as recom- 
mended by the Michigan state board 
of health. Wisconsin has a law which 
prevents the sale of such table salt 
through ordinary grocery stores; peo- 
rle have to go to a drug etore to 
buy their iodized table sait in Wis- 
consin. Cleveland, Ohio, has discon- 
tinued the administration of iodin 
i'tablets to school for the prevention 
of ec*tre: the efficient health commis- 
sioner, Dr. H. L. Roekwood, also re- 
jects the method of treating the mu- 
nieipal water with iodin, which he 
deems too expensive, so much water 
being used for other purposes than 
drinking. The Cleveland health com- 
missioner puts the prevention of goi- 
tre up to the parents themselvés, 
whom he advises to use iodized tahle 
salt in place of ordinary table salt.

Lynchings I Have Seen. 

In my career as a newspaper re- 
porter I have looked upon the lynch- 
ings of five men—two white men and 
three negroes—in the states of Ten- 
nessee, Texas and Georgia. 

Not one of those mob-murders was 
justifiable in any sense whatever, In 
every case the victim was already

safely in the hands of the regular offi- 
‘cers of the law. In due course every 
one would have been given a pu*glic 
‘eourt trial and, I believe, every one 
| would have been found guilty and been 
'lawfully punished. 

Let me say, also, that in each case 
ithe officers did all in their power, 
|! amid sudden surprises, to resist or dis- 

perse the mobs and save their prison- 
ers: but the mobs were too powerful 
and frenzied to be beaten off. 

The Mob Psychology. 

No one who has not been mixed up 
in one of those mobs can well under- 
stand the terribleness of a herd of men 
maddened by mob psychology. I have 
faced death in varied forms—by pistol 
‘in an enemy’s hand, by fire, and on 
ithe battlefield—but. the most awful 
| moments of my life were when push- 
ing through one of those lynching mobs 
to be at the front and visualize every 
act of the frightful tragedy being car- 
ried through. 

Argue with them? In nine cases in 
en you might as well try to reason 
with a Texas tornado on.its rampage! 
| Stop them? <As well try to stop a 
prairie fire with a woman’s perfumery 
squirt-gun ! 

A mob is hell-a-poppin’, with every 
member of it a red-eyed devil! 

Not a Southern Invention. 

Contrary to a popular delusion in 
other sections, let it be recorded that 
the lynching mob is not a southern in- 
vention. ihe first recorded perform- 
ances in that line were in New York 
City and in New England towns. 
| Before the American revolution ne- 
'groes were shot, hung, burned and 
banished in New York City, under 
charges of incendiarism. White men, 
lalso, were included in some of the 
slaughters, and in New England wom- 
en witches got the rope. 

I have starched out the history of 
American mob-law development and 
among my papers have a most illumi- 
nating summary of where and why 
that form of deviltry originated. 

The first lynching of a negro in 
Georgia of which I have knowledge 
occurred during the war between the 
states, in 1864, when Sherman held 
the region around Atlanta. That hang: 
ing was pulled off at Lawrenceville, 
in Gwinnett county. 

A panting negro ran into the federal! 
camp there and begged “to see the 
boss-man” to save his life. He was 
taken to the colonel commanding and 
confessed to him that he was being 
hunted by citizens because he had 
“had some fun with a white girl on 
the road.” The officer having heard 
the confession, realized that a rape 
had been committed. 

Whereupon he called out a guard, 
‘sent for a rope, secured it around the 
neck of the negro, stood him in the 


wagon of a passing negro, drove the! tion company 
wagon under a tree, swung the loose| 


(end of the rope over a limb and drove 
the wagon from under the man, allow- 
ing him to strangle to death. 

It may be that the hanging of that 
negro for a confessed rape gave the 
cue to the subsequent mobs that, for 
vears after, only lynched for rape or 
assault with intent to rape. 

But the mob appetite grows and ex- 
pands with gratification and now it 
goes so far as to “Ivnch a nigger for 


cussin’ a white man!”

Editor Constitution: The Beeler report has 
well been called “the charter of a greater 
Atlanta.’’ The bulk of this report deals 
with matters that should interest every 
man, woman and child in Atlanta. It 
might be expected, in discussing a subfect 
so vast, there would be found recommen- 
dations that would not meet the approval 
of every one; but the report must be look- 
ed upon as a whole. and should be 
sidered as a whole, 


The vital basie necessities called for in 
the Beeler report are the Pryor atreet and 
Central avenue viaducts and the opening 
of Lroad street and Madison avenu®. These 
improvements must be made. The viaducts 
should be built first, unless the whole work 
can proceed at the same time. It is a 
marvelous fact that the traffic today has 
been able to worm its way through a few 
narrow arteries that we now have across 
this great city. The Whitehall street via- 
duct was built something over 25 years 
ago, and since that time the traffic over 
it has multinlied about tenfold.

Conceding that the viaducts .must be 
built, the question immediately arises as- 
to where we are to get the money. Mr. 
Beeler answers this question by prorating 
this expense betweeh the street car com- 
pany, the railroads and the adjoining prop- 
erty owners. This certainly appears reas- 
onable and fair, The railroads can easily 
raise their share and the property holders 
can well afford to raise theirs on account 
of the enhancement to their Lroperty, but 
the question arises as to how the street 
railway company is to finance their share. 
Mr. Arkwright tells us that in carrying ont 
the Beeler plan it will be necessary for 
the street railway company to obtain two 
and one-half million dollars of new capital: 
Mr. Atkinson tells us that it will be im- 
possible for them to raise this sum, unless 
the street railway company have the ex- 
clusive franchise for both bus and street 
car transportation. 

This appears to be a reasonable state- 
ment, Competitive city transportation has 
long since been tried out and found want- 
ing. It was tried in Atlanta, likewise com- 
petitive telephone service was tried unsuc- 
cessfully. We revall vividly that the com- 
petitive systems tried locally not only 
failed to give satisfactory service, but in- 
creased the cost to the average consumer, 
for the reason that with two com petitive 
car lines universal transfers were not pos- 
sible. With the two telephone systems it 


was necessary for every firm or person who 
Wanted complete service to rut in both 
systems. With a conglomerate number of 
bus franchises in this city, confusion will 
surely result, and coordination, so necessar- 
ily stressed by Mr, Beeler, would be im- 
possible. 

It stands to reason that a transportation 
company exclusively in the transportation 
bisiness can he expected § to give better 


service in every resnect than a transporta 
hitched to other interests for

FAMOUS VIOLINIST 
TO GIVE CONCERT 


RATE IS INGREASED

New York, February 26.—Direc- 
tors of the Federal Reserve bank of 
New York today formally recognized 
the rising tendency of money rates, 
resulting from recent business ex- 
pansion and the greater demand for 


funds in expanded securities trading, 
by raising the rediscount rate from 
3 1-2 per cent. The 3 per cent 
which was the lowest in the 
history of the federal reserve system 
as well as the lowest bank rate in the 
world, had been in effect since Au- 
gust 8, 1924. The new rate becomes 
effective tomorrow. 

The first effects of the advance 
were felt in the foreign exchange 
market, where a break of more than 
a cent took place in sterling. The 
reaction in the British currency ap- 
parently was based on the theory 
that with the New York rate only 
1-2 per cent below the London bank 
rate, the attraction of capital to 
Great Britain for higher interest re- 
turns would be lessened. Mainte- 
nance of lower rediscounts in the 
United States also had been expected 
to aid in the possible return of ster- 
ling to par. 

Although the stock and bond mar- 
kets are normally sensitive to any 
change in the rediscount rate, today's 
action had no direct effect on trading, 
since it was not announced until after 
the close of the sessions. Dealings. 
however, were somewhat restricted, as 
had been the case on almost every 
meeting date of the reserys bank di- 
rectors this year. 

The advance ordered today was the 
first upward revision of the rate 
since February 23, 1923, when FT 
4 1-2 per cent charge was established. 
This remained in effect until May 
1, 1924, when the first of last vear's 
series of reductions was __ initiated. 
Two subsequent cuts were necessary 
to bring the  redisecount rate into 
alignment with open money market 
quotations, which have governed the 
reserve bank rate policy. Since the 
post-election stock market boom and 
trade expansion got under wav late 
last year. however, Wall street has 
been looking for a higher rediscount 
rate. 

One of the results of the increase 
probably will be an improvement in the 
local reserve bank’s earning position. 
A decline in income last year was at- 
tributed partly to the lower interest 
levels prevailing.

WHEAT MARKET 


Chicago, February 26.—Wheat val- 
ues went skyward today, with Burope 
purchasing in February United States 
grain to be shipped during July, Au- 
gust and September and for the most 


part yet under ground. Prices for the 
delivery jumped 81-8 cents a bushel 
and the wheat market as a whole 
closed buoyant, 41-2 to 81-8 cents 
net higher; May $1.9. 3-4 to $1.95 and 
July $1. GG 1-4 to $1. 66 1-2 Corn fin- 
ished 17-8 cents to 23-4 cents up, 
oats showing 5-8-cent to 11-8 vents 
gain, and provisions 7 cents to 17 
cents advance, 

It was estimated that 400,000 bush- 
els of new 1925 domestic winter wheat 
was bought today for trans-Atlantie 
shipment after July 1, the end of the 
present crop year. Such European 
buying in this country at so early a 
date was said to be heretofore unpar 
alleled, this being the time when for- 
eign needs are usually supplied from 
the southern hemisphere. The fact 
that buying so far ahead was being 
done in the United States gave an 
immense stimulus to speculative de 
mand, and the effect was further em- 
phasized owing to unfavorable crop 
advises, notably from Kansas and Ne- 
braska. 

Big discounts at which July and 
September deliveries of wheat have 
heretofore been selling as compared 
with the May delivery proved too mucb 
of a temptation for speculative buy- 


sales, the market wose per 
sistently, and the close for all months 
was at the day’s tip-top figures. In 
addition to the surprise over European 
buying of new wheat, export business 
today in wheat for nearby shipment 
was said to have been ona liberal scale, 
and there was talk current that re- 
serve supplies of wheat in this coun 
try were at a point which deserved 
careful consideration. 

High prices for hogs as well as fiz 
wheat were largely responsible for the 
upturn in-corn and oats:
